In aid of the Jamaica Hurricane 
Belief Fund West Indian students 
presented iwo and a half hours 
of the calypso songs, exotic dan- 
ces, street crlea and colorful cos- 
tumes of the Islands. The even- 
ing- was along a similar line to 
the Caribbean Cruise production 
In which many of the same<stud- 
' enta took part last December. 
This year's presentation Is being 
repeated tonight. . . 

Skipper Al Liverpool of last 
-year's Cruise became TCA pilot 
Liverpool on his North Star headed 
to the south last night The entire 
evening's entertainment took the 
form of 'a plane trip to and- around 
'the Caribbean. Pilot Liverpool and 
his stewardess were In TCA uni- 
forms - the remainder of the cast 
were attired in the dress of the Is- 
lands. Stopovers at points of In- 
terest around the Indies provided 
Tropicana passengers with a 
glimpse of some of the colour or 
Caribbean life. 
In addition to the Bongo flame 
highlights of the tour In 
poïftùnlty rtfrwitbess 
Ing the Mambo, the Voodo and the 
Shango, three of the exotic dances; 
West Indian street cries; and the 
colourful calypso singing of the 
Islands.

tense lyrics and music that had 
been produced spontaneously as 
people went about their work.

Whereas 'no activities' week was 
tried successfully; and whereas we 
the undersigned feel that recipro- 
city would be in order; herewith 
we do humbly submit and propose 
that the authorities institute an 
'all activities' week: in which no 
lectures would be held," was cir- 
culated "with tongue in cheek" to 
see what the student reaction would 
be. Of the 250 students approached, 
25 were willing to sign the paper; 
one-tenth of the aggregate was 
willing to "go along with the gag." 

Nine of these arc In the faculty 
of Arts, eight in Science, six in 
Commerce, and two in Engineering. 
Of the 163 male students approach' 
ed, 16 signed the petition: of the 87 
female students asked, nine sup 
ported the movement. 

Most of those approached shied 
off at the mere word 'petition 
Some of the comments were: "It's 
against my policy to sign petitions," 
and "only a fool puts it in writing,' 
and "are you a Communist?" 

Only five students gave logical 
objections. One of these said, "I 
pay over a dollar for each hour of 
lectures. Why throw away my own 
money?" The other four merely 
said that they were against the mo- 
tion, or that it was childish, or illo 
gical. One maintained that "such 
a petition could never be passed." 

Eight students, after reading the 
paper and being assured that it was 
'just' a gag,' accused the writer of 
being a Communist. Over ten 
others told him that he was the 
"poor dupe of a Communist ma- 
chine, which was trying to stir up 
the campus." One student asked 
whether he knew that he was cir 
culatlng a "fascist-lnspirlcd pctl 
lion."

Faith and Logical Absurdities 



I found Mr. Taylor 1 * letter, entitled, 'The Chris- 

tian Position and Dr. Hoyle," most interesting: I

fully agreed with him in his conclusion, that for 

the ecclesiastical authorities to ban the non-Chris- 
tian talks on the grounds that they would be 
harmful to the public, is either a confession of 
weakness or of cowardice. 

What Mr. Taylor seems to Ignore, however, is the 
peculiar character of Christian faith. In his article, 



he mentions that it Is founded, "on a, really co- 
herent consistent intellectual conviction," and 
later, "on logical Intellectual conviction." But the 
real strength of Christianity lies in a faith that is 
NOT coherent, NOT logical. NOT consistent, and 
NOT intellectual,— a faith based on such logical 
absurdities as the Doctrine of the Trinity: what 
can' be more unreasonable, than to maintain 'that 
one Is three and still is one? 
The argument of a Bertrand' Russell or a Dr. 



Fred Hoyle cannot shake the beliefs of men 
brought up to see the persistent gap between their 
subjective faith and the objective arguments of 
those who do not share in it. They are as two 
parallel lines, and only in Infinity or eternity will 
they ever meet. Pascal saw this division, but he 
also saw the peculiar strength enjoyed thereby by 
the Church: it la not by teaching the Christian* 
neat little refutation* of the atheistic arguments 
that we shall preserve the purity of their religious 
convictions, for as Pascal writes, "ce n'est pas par 
les superbes agitations de notre, raison, mais par la 
simple soumission de la raison', que nous pouvons 
véritablement nous connaître." We must not seek 
understanding to enable us to have faith, but In- 
stead, faith 1* necessary to our understanding, and 
for one who lacks this necessary source of knowl- 
edge, there can never be any bases for argument 
with those who possess it.

The Limits of Control

■ A letter «ppeare'd in yesterday's "Dally" entitled 
yB"The Christian Position and Dr. Hoyle." Herewith 
2_H you will find some of the thoughts which this 
letter provoked. The writer, Mr. Taylor, has 
•f^T addressed himself to two distinct problems— first, 
control or restriction of expression on Canada's 
national network; and, second, the Christian right, 
and in particular the right of the Catholic Church, 
' i ordain what Is truth and what is not. 



would like to know if Mr. Taylor advocates 
" complete freedom of expression on the air waves. 
Does hé propose a system whereby any individual 
or group which has sufficient money to pay for 
the necessary air space would be allowed to say 
and preach whatever he or It likes without any 
form of restraint? If so, then he would not object 
to,, let us say, an anarchist outlining a plan and 
giving instructions for the overthrow of, the govern- 
ment. He would have no control exercised over 
the type of language that is to be used In programs 
piped to our children In their own homes. The 
' picture becomes even more distressing when his 
theory is applied to the visual medicm of television. 
However, if Mr. Taylor does agree to some degree 
of restraint and control of Radio would he be 
willing to outline for us just what would be the 



limits of said control? 

,In the second phase of his leiler Mr. Taylor has 
accused the Catholic Church of "keeping thing*" 
from her followers— of deliberately keeping them 
in ignorance of what other faiths and creeds 
believe. His thesis seems to be that truth c»n be 
reached only through error. Only by rubbing 
*houlders with what we know to be in error can 
we know that we already have is true. -Mr/Taylor 
would make a very, strange Mathematics teacher, 
for in fact, he advocates the teaching of the wrong 
method first so that the pupil, after a long and 
arduous struggle may sometime by chance fall upon 
the right answer. 

The Holy Ghost would be most gratified, I am 
*ure, If all men turned unerringly to the Truth 
as Mr. Taylor maintains they will "In the free, 
open conflict of all ideologies." Does he not 
recognize the Christian truth of Original Sin? Does 
he not know from experience that men are weak 
and will most often take the line of least resistance 
unless guided by some authority superior to them- 
selves? If we know our Christian beliefs to be 
true ihen why should we advocate tire dissemi- 
nation of that which we also know to be.wrong and

In Cartada, a Minimum 



The récent report on -Freshman, instigated by 
Professor Phelps, has had several alarming ten- 
dencies. The most glaringly noticeable are on the 
McGiU campus itself. In the first place there has 
been the trend to establish thé report as a 'fiction' 
of Claude Sheppard'* imagination. This trend ha* 
Veen augmented by an unfortunate error of de- 
il concerning the number of student* who could 
name the Prime Minister of Canada. Great were 
the whoops of joy of Canada's broadmlnded youth 
when they discovered what they supposed was 
damning evidence supporting their pet theories 
about Mr. Sheppard'* underhand methods. Mr. 
Sheppard carefully explained the reason for the 
incorrect percentage but failed to explain away 
th* biased feelings against him. 

The reason is obvious. A statistical report was 
presented v.hich seemed to point out that Cana- 
dian students were moderately ignorant- National- 
ism and self-pride reared their ugly head* and the 
rallying slogan of all bright freshman became, ■ 
"B»ck to Belgium, Sheppard." In other words, he 
became the scapegoat and the damning figure* 
were ignored on the campus if not outside it. Mr. 
Sheppard even had the temerity to name certain 
highschools as being o&pccially lacking in knowl- 
edge and the local Ku Klux Klnns rose up in 
. diré rage with all sorts of terrible threats. Mr. 
Sheppard has as a result undoubtedly received an 
edifying Jmpretsion of Canada's general broad- \ 
rnlndédne;*. 

Of course the whole controversy Is *illy. Every- , 
one with any knowledge of European education 
knows that highschools in Canada teach a mini- 



mum. I didn't have to' read the report to know 
that the general standard of hlghschool education 
'In this country la shockingly low. I saw. It with 
my own eyes in Europe this summer. An English 
boy entering college has a far superior ground- 
work for his higher education. On the Continent 
the level is higher still. A Hungarian student at 
McGill with whom I am acquainted pointed out 
that Canadian student* when they entered college 
simply hadn't learnèd how to think or how to. 
apply themselves to serious work. The majority of 
them are Intellectual 'babes In the wood.* This 
•isn't only my personal opinion. There arc any 
number of McGill Professors who think the same 
way and these are men with wide experience. 

Canadian* who think wishfully and wishy- 
washilly have a popular retort. It is tremendously 
self-flattering. They say: "These European* may 
be better educated in one sense but they haven't 
the background of stability and democratic prin- 
ciples that we have; they are not so broadmlnded." 
Mr. Sheppard and many other* may indeed laugh 
at the irony of these lovely words. The reactionary 
tendencica and blgotted feelings displayed at 
McGill in this last week are a very sorry sight.

In my opinion the Maasey «Re- 
port is one of the most significant 
documents that -has appeared m 
Canada during the course of our 
generation. I could talk about a 
good 'manyaectlons 
all of them are 
since I am speaking as an educa- 
tionalist, I want to call attention 
to two. 

First, the discussion of the uni- 
versities which begins on page 
1^2 of the report, and secondly, 
that of *cholar»hlp* ' which begins 
12 pages later. In regard to unl- 
venltlcs, the Commission for the 
first time, I think, in a general 
discussion in Canada, emphasizes 
their national Importance, although 
it doesn't say *o in *o many words. 
It implle* that during the recent 
war no Canadian division could 
h*va gone oversee*, no Canadian 
munition* could have been manu 
facturcd, no airplane of the Cana. 
dlan Air Force could have flown 
had Jt not been for the work of 
the universities- during the war 
and during the preceding year*, 

It emphasize* too thé fact that 
production of wheat on our prairies, 
the production of new*prlnt from 
our forests, the production of 
metal* from our mines, were In 
effec! made - possible by the' work 
of men who have been trained In 
our universities. 

Of their place- in our culture 
thera Is no argument. The great 
French-apeaking and the great 
English -*peaking universities of 
thl* country have preserved the 
culture which are its richest in 
heritance. In every single com- 
munity in which a university 
exists, the university 1* often the 
centre of activity in the field of 
the art*, In the field of education, 
in the field of mu»ic, in the field 
of entertainment, And, Indeed, a* 
the Report «aysMt make* an in- 
valuable contribution to community 
life. 

In a single sentence, the Report 
poind out that although the uni- 
versities are In most ease*. operat- 
ing /inder Provincial charter.Jhey 
are International In thélr'acopef 
and In their significance. If they 
are not regarded a* national, if 
they are not supported by the 
national government, they . may 
be unable to carry on. the work 
they are already doing. 
This is not a new Idea. It I* an 
Idea that ha* been accepted . in the 
United Kingdom, in the Common- 
wealth of. Australia, in South 
Africa, which, like Canada, has 
two cultures, and In the United 
States. 'And the Report points out 
that in the present situation in 
which the universities are, In the 
condition of their present crisis, 
unless they are supported by the 
government of the country, they 
will be unable to carry on the 
work* they have done in the past 
and to make in the fulure the 
contributions which are a part of 
their tradition.' That is the first 
part of the Report 1 should like 
to emphasize. 

The second a, regard, scholar- 
•hips. The créa test resource of 
thl* Dominion of Canada I* not 
Its forests, or Its mines, or It* 
farms. Its greatest resource 1* the 
young men and women who are 
growing up at the present time 
and who will tomorrow become 
outstanding Canadians. The youth 
of Canada should have education- 
al opportunity, and I think it Is 
not generally realized, that the 
youth of Canada at the present 
time ha* a smaller educational 
opportunity than the youth of any 
other Engllsh-*pe*klng country. 
It Is easier for any outstanding 
student in any English county 
school, any English school sup- 
ported by the Government, to go 
to university than It I* in Canada. 
We have fewer icholanhlps, we 
have higher fees than any other 
universities with which i am 
familiar.' And expressing that In 
one tingle sentence it meant that 
many thousands or young people 
In .this' Dominion, In thl* nation 
of ourt, are debarred from the 
education, that would make It pot- 
slble for them to contribute to the 
future progress of Canada. 

I am 'not talking theoretically, 
Ladles and Gentlemen. In McGill 
University we 
very small grot 
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for scholarships, the McConnell 
scholarship* and the Wilson *cho 
larapips. We receive for those, ap- 
plications from every one of the 
ten Provinces of the Dominion of 
Canada. We can award few scho- 
larships in regard to those; appli- 
cations, But I can assure you that 
each 'year there come across my 
desk applications from young men 
and women in the distant districts 
of Saskatchewan, or British Colum- 
bia, or Newfoundland. From peo- 
ple of outstanding ability who have 
no chance to get to college. 

The Massey Commission recom- 
mends that there, abould be 
created for the whole of Canada 
a series of national scholarships 
which would make It possible, on 
equal terms, for rich and poor 
to be able to go to University. I 
think there is no section of the 
Report of more significance io 
Canada than that, and I trust that 
the whole future development of 
it may be possible for the Do- 
minion Government to act on It 
In the very near future. 



Editor's Note . . . 



u "A nation I* an association of 
reasonable being* united In a 
'peaceful iharlng of the thing* 
they cherish; therefore, to deter- 
mine the quality of a nation, you 
must consider what thoie thing: 

The Royal Commission on Na- 
tional Development in the Arts, 

Letters, and Sciences wa* estab- 
lished by Privy Council Order on 
April 8, 1949. It wa* constituted 
of varlou* scholars, scientists, and 
educators, under the chairman- 
ship of Ihe Right Honourable 
Vinrent Massey, P.C., CH., Chan- 
cellor of the University of . Tor- 
onto. 

Specifically, it was instructed to 
examine and make recommenda 
tions upon the principles, which 
should govern broadcasting and 
television policies In Canada, and 
upon certain agencie* of the gov- 
ernment, including the National 
Film Board, the National Gallery, 
the National Museum, the Public 
Archive* and the Library of Pari! 
ament. The Commission wa* also 
to make recommendation* concern 
ins 'aid to research in Canada, in- 
cluding scholarships, and the event 
ual scope of the National Library. 
Canada's relations with Unesco, and 
the relationship of the Government 
of Canada with varlou* national 
voluntary bodies, were _ also mat 
ter* for review by the Commission. 

But the agencies and functions 
with which the Commission was 
required to deal are only certain 
threads in a vast fabric. "To apprc 
elate their meaning and importance 
we had to view the pattern Into 
which they are' woven; to under 
stand them we had to study their 
context. Wo found it necessary 
therefore to attempt a general sur 
vcy of the arts, letters and sciences 
in Canada, to appraise .present ac 
complishmenls and to forecast 
future progress." 

"Our task has been neither 
modest In scope nor simple In 
character. The subjects with 
which we have dealt caver the 
entire field of letter*, the arts 
and sciences within the Jurisdic- 
tion of the federal itate. But al- 
though numerous and varied, they 
' are all part* of one whole. Our 
concern throughout waa with the 
needs and desires of the citizen 
in relation to science, literature, 
art, music, the drama, films, 
. broadcasting. In accordance with 
our Instructions we examined 
also research as related to the 
national welfare, and considered 
what the Federal Government 
might do in the development of 
the Individual through scholar- 
ships and bursaries. Such an In- 
quiry a* we have been asked to 
make I* probably unique; It I* 
certainly unprecedented In Can- 
ada." 
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A National Culture

It is a fact that the Massey Re- 
port — as it is coming to be called 
— Is a shocking document. If It 
gets into the consciousness of the 
Canadian people, it will be a shock 
to the nation similar to that for 
the individual when, by virtue of 
te crisis in his development, he 
sees himself as for the first time 
and wonders what he really is. 

The report strikes vigorously and 
deeply right In behind the facade 
of our commercial and political ex- 
pansion and material achievement. 
In effect, It asks what sort of re- 
sources in aesthetic, moral, and in- 
tellectual and spiritual vigor have 
r leaders behind them as they 
- Canada in the business 
counsel* of the world? 
It asks what sort of spiritual clim- 
atic environment have all these 
young Canadians of ours about them 
at they grow up in a land they call 
increasingly their own, their native 
land j- 

Why did the Report come Into 
being? It came Into being be- 
cause the country wanted It, 
Canada wa* ready for what 
might be called a cultural stock- 
taking. If It be true, a* It I* true, 
that the soberly analysed find- 
ing* of the Commission of scien- 
ces in Canada demonstrate ser- 
ious shortcomings In the range 
and nature of Canadian Interest*, 
It I* alto true. that the country 
was in a mood to be told the facts 
and to treat them seriously. 
For the past 30 years there has 
been in Canada a continuous, con- 
scious, and sometimes deliberately 
engineered weakening of Canada's 
ties with Great Britain. By some, 
it was called getting rid of colon 
lallsm; by others spiritual disaster. 
But the process went on. Canada 
sought and found a new tort of in- 
dependence. 

Within the last ten years rcaliz 
ation has become widespread that 
independence of Britain might only 
mean but another form of inde- 
pendence, a progressive absorption 
without check* into the way of life 
of the United State*. American, in- 
stead of British investment in de- 
veloping natural resources and bus- 
iness enterprises, co-operative 
occupation by American troor*. 
the pervasive, continuous -inter- 
penetration of Canadian life by 
American press" and radio, book 
and periodical publication, and 
American advertising — all this 
made many Canadians think Can- 
ada was losing not only .her inde- 
pendence but her Identity. 

A wave of feeling which has 
swept the country during recent 
month* his not been, In essence, 
so much anti-Americanism as 
pro - Canadlanlsm. When Mr. 
Pearson in April said in a 
Toronto speech that Canada mutt 
not be a mere echo of the 
United States, a vast amen went 
up from the whole country. 
This feeling was nourished from 
all sorts of sources. When Queen's 



University for the first time in her 
history appointed a native-born 
Canadian as principal, one man 
said, "And" Thank God, he wasn't 
an American." In reality he was 
simuly giving thanks that the 
appointee was a Canadian. An 
artists' brief, representing 18 
nationally - organized associations, 
and presented to the government 
long before the appointment of the 
Massey Commission, made its plea, 
not for Canadian Isolation In the 
.. sclf-awarer 
nes* of indépendant responsibility 
, During the last ten years, Cana- 
dian high school and university 
teachers have sought for relatively 
more text books in economics, 
sociology, politics, philosophy, and 
literature edited, if not written, by 
Canadians. 

All this means that for a long 
time there has been a stirring in 
the mulberry trees here in Canada. 
The Massey Report has simply 
drawn into sharp focus a fresh 
projection of a people's halfcon- 
scious need and will. 

In the introduction to the chap- 
ters In Part II of the Report, the 
commission shows both Its sense 
of the breadth of the mandate

Flag Filched 

A white rag hung from the dome 
of the Arts building yesterday noon, 
It hung limply, flapping occasional- 
ly In the damp breeze. 

But l outside the Engineering 
building there was no banner. The 
flag which flaunts the Inscription 
tPlumbcrs' Ball, Jan! 11 disappear- 
ed under mysterious circumstances 
Wednesday night. 

Circumstances surrounding the 
disappearance of the missing ban- 
ner were still a mystery last night.

Far from mysterious, however, 
was the story of the theft of the 
Arts flag which hung outside the 
Engineering building yesterday. At

stole the rcd-and-whlte university 
fla-s from lta place atop the build- 
ing.

Banner Found 

At press time last night word 
reached the Dally that the miss- 
ing Engineers' banner had re- 
appeared. No details were aval), 
able, but the report said that the 
banner had been seen prominent- 
ly displayed from the Arts Build- 
ing at a later hour. 

This account of the theft was 
given to the Daily In an interview 
yesterday which ended with a 
rendition of 'Anything you can do 
We can do better.' dedicated to 
Artsmcn from the Plumbers 

The only clue as to the where- 
abouts of the missing banner waa 
provided by a Dally reporter who 
tells of receiving a phone' call late 
Wednesday night. He went to a 
corner as Instructed, where lie was 
picked up in a car, and taken to a 
remote part of town. There he was 
shown the missing banner, and saw 
new words being painted on It. 
While It was being painted he man- 
aged lo snap a picture of the group 
(see top of page) using a «mail but- 
tonhole camera. Later he was re- 
turned to his home unharmed.'
